Lt. Dan Synder of the Romulus 
Police Department wants Romulus 
residents to be aware that as of April 
1, Domestic Violence Laws have 
changed in Romulus, and in the state 
of Michigan. 

On December 27, Lt. Gov. Dick 
Posthumus signed the Domestic Vio¬ 
lence package, a bill that amends 
House Bill 5304, Code of Criminal 
Procedure (MCL 776.22) to require 
police agencies to include procedures 
for enforcing a valid foreign protec¬ 
tion order in the agencys written poli¬ 
cy regarding responses to domestic vi¬ 
olence calls. 

According to Snyder, other 
changes will also take effect, includ¬ 
ing provisions which will allow offi¬ 
cers to arrest on domestic violence 
charges even in the case of dating. 

Lt James Rafalski of the Romulus 
Police Department, has informed his 
officers that as of April 1 a peace offi¬ 
cer may arrest an individual for do¬ 
mestic violence if the individual has a 
child in common with the victim, re¬ 
sides or resided in the same household 
as the victim, has or has had a dating 
relationship with the victim, or is a 


spouse or former spouse of the victim. 

A prior twenty hour rule has been 
eliminated under the new law. Previ¬ 
ously suspects arrested for domestic 
violence could be held no longer than 
twenty hours and were released on a 
100 dollar bond. Under the new pro¬ 
vision, no interim bond will be al¬ 
lowed, and all suspects will be held 
until their arraignment before a judge. 

Rafalski has also informed his offi¬ 
cers that they now have the right by 
law to arrest a suspect without warrant 
on a violation of a foreign Personal 
Protection Order imposed by another 
state, Indian tribe, or United States ter¬ 
ritory if the officer has reasonable 
cause to believe that a person has vio¬ 
lated the conditions of the PPO. 

"The changes after April 1 will 
force our department to focus on en¬ 
forcing and prosecuting domestic vio¬ 
lence," said Rafalski. 

In fact, the Romulus Police De¬ 
partment works hand in hand with 
Shareia Carter from First Step, a Do¬ 
mestic Violence and Sexual Assualt 
awareness group in Michigan. Carter 
works as an advocate for victims, and 
is the liaison between the victim and 
the police department 

According to Snyder, the only 
weakness in the new law is that there 


is still no consideration for the chil¬ 
dren caught up in the domestic vio¬ 
lence pattern. He would like to see 
more emphasis placed on kids be¬ 
cause he believes, and evidence sup¬ 
ports, that children of domestic abuse 
often grow up to be offenders them¬ 
selves. "It is a learned behavior," said 
Snyder. 

In other changes, Romulus PD also 
want residents to know that as of April 
1, police officers will now be able to 
arrest on any misdemeanor committed 
on school property if the officer has 
reasonable cause to believe that the 
misdemeanor has taken place or is 
taking place, regardless of whether the 
violation was committed in the offn 
cefs presence. 

Also taking effect; a new penalty 
for assault and battery extending jail 
time for more than 92 days if the offi¬ 
cer has reasonable cause to believe 
that the person has committed the of¬ 
fense. 

The new laws bring Michigan into 
compliance with the Full Faith and 
Credit provisions of the federal Vio¬ 
lence Against Women Act, and will 
make it much easier for the Romulus 
Police Department, and others across 
Michigan to take violent offenders off 
the street. 


City seeks grant to improve 
Historic, Johnson parks

The City of Romiilus is requesting 
a Michigan Recreation Grant to im¬ 
prove and expand upon two of its 
parks. This is the first time in several 
years that Romulus has applied for a 
Recreation Grant. 

The first project is the expansion 
of the Downtown Historic Park, lo¬ 
cated on Hunt Avenue between God¬ 
dard’Road and Bibbins Avenue. The 
Recreation Committee is looking to 
purchase land adjacent to the park. 

Herbert Buckley, Director of the 


Recreation Department, would like to 
hold concerts in the Historic Park and 
thought the expansion could help pro¬ 
vide space for entertainment activi¬ 
ties. 

The second project is a proposal to 
upgrade and improve the facilities at 
Elmer Johnson Community Park. 
The improvements would include 
such items as an expanded, parking 
lot, new fencing at the baseball dia¬ 
monds and infields, new grills and 
picnic benches. 

In order to receive the grant the 
city must provide 25 percent of the 
funds for the projects. With the ap¬ 


proval of the application, city council 
agrees to match the funds with money 
from the Recreation Project Funds or 
from the Downtown Development 
Authority. 

The projects are considered impor¬ 
tant ingredients in the city’s plan to 
improve and update public areas and 
facilities for Romulus residents. 

“Bring a little more excitement 
and quality of life to Romulus,” said 
Buckley. “The mayor is really for 
this, improving the quality of life for 
Romulus and thinks we can do this 
by improving our recreation areas,” 
he added.

Domestic violence laws 

to be revamped

At the March 25 Romulus City 
Council meeting Romulus Fire Chief 
David Allison had a discussion with 
the council about the fire on March 23 
that erupted at the Auto Pallets Inc. on 
Ecorse Road. 

The fire started at approximately 3 
p.m. in a “bum barrel”- a 55-gallon 
drum employees filled with wood to 
bum. High winds picked up embers 
from the barrel and carried them to the 
surrounding pallets-flat wooden crates 
used for shipping purposes. They 
quickly caught fire, leading to 24 
acres of damaged property. 

The flames finally were extin¬ 
guished at 2 a.m, on Sunday. Fire¬ 
fighters spent two days trying to keep 
them under control with the help of 
Van Buren’s Fire Department As late 
as Monday afternoon there were still 
burning embers that the fire and pub¬ 
lic works departments tried to put out 
earlier in the day. 

“We still had some hot spots that 
were in a confined area but hopefully 
the snow on the ground will extin¬ 
guish most of it out,” said Allison on 
Monday. “Everybody did a real good 
job and worked together,” he said. 

At the city council meeting ques¬ 


tions were raised to Chief Allison 
about fire regulations and whether or 
not Auto Pallets was following ordi¬ 
nances by having open burning on 
their property. 

“Do they have a permit to bum?” 
asked Council woman Debbie Romak. 

“No they do not,” said Chief Alli¬ 
son, “There are some allowances in 
the new International Fire Code and 
we want to research to find out what 
they should be cited for. One of the 
things that the allowances are made 
for is in inclement weather, for con¬ 
struction-type work they are allowed 
to have a bum barrel.” 

The Chief agreed with Council- 
woman Romak that the temperature 
on that Saturday was not cold enough 
to be considered inclement weather. 

The last fire at Auto Pallets was in 
1987 and according to Allison, the fa¬ 
cility had two or three fires previous to 
that. Auto Pallets Manager Michael 
B. Flouster would not return phone 
calls to The Roman. 

Now that the fire is out, the Fire- 
Department is trying to cover the 
costs. “We had some legal problems 
in the past as far as trying to collect 
the costs but we’re going to do the 
best we can with our subsidiary cost 
recovery ordinance,” said the Chief.

ing, a sore point with union workers. 

Lear will close 21 plants world¬ 
wide, and lay off 6,500 employees, 
including 150 from the Romulus lo¬ 
cation. Romulus primarily manufac¬ 
tures parts for the Mercury Cougar, 
which is going to be discontinued by 
the Ford Motor Company. 

The plant will close at the end of 
July. Employees were informed of 
the decision by Lear and UAW rep¬ 
resentatives out of Local 174 at a 
meeting on March 24. A deal has 
been negotiated by the union and 
Lear which will give each fired em¬ 
ployee a week's severance pay for 
each year of service. In addition a 
bonus has been offered to any em¬ 
ployee that will stay until the plant 
closes in July. 


Lear Automotive Seating will 
close its plant in Romulus this sum¬ 
mer in an effort to streamline compa¬ 
ny operations, as Michigan's unem¬ 
ployment numbers continue an up¬ 
ward spiral. 

Lear is the fifth largest supplier of 
automotive components. The Romu¬ 
lus plant is one of 300 facilities in 33 
countries that produces seating and 
frames, electrical distribution sys¬ 
tems, flooring and acoustic systems, 
door and instrument panels, and fin¬ 
ished interiors. Nearly 40% of Lear's 
sales were from outside the United 
States. It isn't known how much of 
Lear's production is due to outsourc-

missed the Site Review Board’s report 
raises questions of accuracy and fair¬ 
ness,” said Rivers.

Window on Wayne 


Now, about the 
old police station 

There’s much talk these days 
about law enforcement and police 
stations. 

And, speaking about law en¬ 
forcement and stations in the old 
days when the city was the Village 
of Wayne were always interesting 
topics not only at City Hall, but in 
the barbershops and marketplaces. 

Just read on and you’ll find out. 
why... 

The Wayne Village Council held 
its first meeting on April 12, 1869. 

| That was almost four years after 
the end of the Civil War. And the 
council fathers appointed a Tbwn 
Marshal. The first to be designated 
as such was Marshal S. F. Curtis, 
whose job it was to enforce the law 
and keep the peace. Oh, yes, the 
| job also included keeping stray ani¬ 
mals in check and off the Village 
Streets. 

Who says times change? 

The system of appointed mar¬ 
shals and elected constables was 
Wayne’s only law enforcement for 
57 years. 

In 1921, the Michigan State Po¬ 
lice opened a post in Wayne to 
catch rum-runners. The troopers 
of the Michigan State Police would 
also assist with law enforcement in 
Wayne but, in 1931, the state decid¬ 
ed to move the post from Wayne to 
YpsilantL 

In 1922, the Wayne County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department started its first 
Sheriff’s Road Patrol Operation in 
the United States. The Road Pa¬ 
trol Office was located in the Wayne 
County Road Bam at Michigan Av¬ 
enue and Howe Road. The Sherif¬ 
f’s Road Patrol would also assist 
with law enforcement in Wayne 
when and if needed. 

In 1926, the Village of Wkyne or¬ 
ganized its first police force. It was a 
two-man force which had offices in 
the Village Hall at Main Street and 
Biddle. There were two steel lock¬ 
ups in the basement for the bad 
guys. Apparently, there were no 
“bad gals” in those days. 

The Wayne Police force was 
staffed by former Michigan State 
troopers. The Police Chief was Lar¬ 
ry Knox and the officer, E. D. 
Moore. The position of Constable 
was still in effect in Wayne, but the 
Constable’s job was now basically 
that of a Process Server for the Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace. Mr. Charles 
Goudy, who was Wayne’s Fire Chief 
was one of the last elected consta¬ 
bles that enforced law. The new 
Wayne Police force had an annual 
(now that’s an annual) budget of 
$9,956. 

In May of 1950, the Wayne Police 
Department moved into a new Po¬ 
lice Station at 34840 Sims Street. 
This building cost the Village resi¬ 
dents $100,000 to build. This mod¬ 
em building offered all the neces-

sary services of a 1950 police sta¬ 
tion and force, including a cell 
block, a garage for patrol cars, of¬ 
fices for the Police Chief and Detec¬ 
tives. The new facility was 4719 
square feet of floor space. 

The building also had a front 
desk where you would meet a Desk 
Sergeant who would take care of 
your problems, issue driver’s licens¬ 
es and also bike licenses. 

Or you could pay your parking 
meter fine, should you have re¬ 
ceived one. 

The members of the 1954 Wayne 
Police Force? Here is a list that I 
have assembled: Police Chief Larry 
Knox; Lieutenant E. D. Moore; De¬ 
tective Ed Yester; Richard 
McWilliams, sergeant; Vanderhoff, 
sergeant; Tiberghien, sergeant; Bill 
Biggerstaff, patrolman; Cunning¬ 
ham, patrolman; Fick, patrolman, 
and Ed Grajeck, patrolman. 

Other Patrolmen included: Har¬ 
ris, Burt Haslam, Don Kendricks, 
Lounsberry, Harold Meldrum, Pied- 
fort, Stanley Sack, Ken Thylor Bob 
Trower and Young. 

Bet some of you out there can 
identify many of these officers. 

Of course, as services and the 
need increased, the new facility be¬ 
came too old to handle the traffic. 

In 1960, when the Village of 
Wayne decided to become the City 
of Wayne, the elected constables 
who were process servers were 
eliminated and the Municipal 
Judge suddenly became a District

Mr. Lon Clark, who was an 
elected constable, became the 
Wayne Court Officer.

In 1962, the Wayne Auxiliary Po¬ 
lice Force was formed with 28 
members. The Auxiliary would as¬ 
sist the regular police officers when 
needed. 

In 1977, the Police Building on 
Sims Street received an addition of 
5,000 square feet to house the in¬ 
creased size of the police force and 
increased services. 

The building has served the citi¬ 
zens well, but time has moved on, 
the building has become too small 
to accommodate those who work 
there.

Police seek to purchase ‘moving target’ system 


Few will disagree that hitting a 
moving target is much more difficult 
than hitting a stationary one. 

With that in mind, and to better 
prepare Wayne police officers faced 
with the the realities of life and death 
situations on the streets, Police Chief 
Mike Sumeracki Tuesday night rec¬ 
ommended to Mayor Al Haidous and 
city council that the department pur¬ 
chase a “moving target” system to 


give officers an opportunity to hone 
their shooting skills. 

“Currently our firearms training is 
limited to shooting at stationary tar¬ 
gets,” said Sumeracki, in his argu¬ 
ment to council for the moving target. 
“It is a documented feet that suspects 
are almost never stationary during an 
armed conflict, and our training needs 
to be updated to better prepare our 
officers.” 


Sumeracki informed council that 
he had advertised for a remote con¬ 
trolled portable moving target system 
and that of the four companies that 
provide the equipment only one, Cen¬ 
ter Mass Inc., of Canton, responded. 
The Canton firm offered to supply the 
necessaiy equipment for $2,799. 

The police chief recommended 
that the council approve the purchase 
of a Sharpshooters Moving Target 


System from Center Mass Inc., for 
the price of $2,799. He also noted that 
the purchase may be paid for from the 
Local Law Enforcement Block Grant, 
which would include a 10 percent 
match from the city, or $279, which 
would be paid out of the Police De¬ 
partment Materials & Supplies ac¬ 
count. 

Council approved the police chiefs 
request.

The more we fork over, it appears the more 
our leaders expect Voters in Western Wayne are ex¬ 
pected to have a busy year with a variety of different 
bond and tax proposals being offered. Some involve 
our local school districts, some involve our city and 
townships, while others will be on county ballots. 

Already, citizens in Wayne are heating up over the 
planned police millage to be placed on a June 4 ballot. 
This bond proposal would allow the police depart¬ 
ment to build a new $7.2 million headquarters at 
Michigan Avenue and Howe Road 

Although I haven’t formed a solid opinion on this 
proposal, I believe the police and City Hall need to pre¬ 
sent a very public case on why a new police headquar¬ 
ters is needed I’ve been in the current building, and 
believe it to be more than adequate. 

Voters in Wayne have always been generous, 
and this newspaper always very supportive of most 
bond issues, but with so many of our governmental 
units seeking more money, we have to be judicious 
as to who and why we give it. Prove your case, 
Wayne police. 


County math doesn’t add up 


Can the same money be spent 
three times for three different pur¬ 
poses? County politicians seem to 
think it can. 

In 1996, Wayne County voters ap¬ 
proved a 30-year “tourist tax” as the 
county’s share for financing the con¬ 
struction of Comerica Park and Ford 
Field. The tax is a 2% levy on car 
rentals and 1% on hotel rooms. Ac¬ 
cording to Detroit News reporter R. 
J. King, it generates about $4 million 
a year for the stadium fund. The 
bonds that financed the construc¬ 
tion are to be paid off over thirty 
years. 

Last year the county commission¬ 
ers approved an appropriation of $50 
million from the stadium fund for 
county executive Ed McNamara to 
use for his Pinnacle Aeropark project 
just south of the airport. At a Romu¬ 
lus City Council meeting last year, 
county officials also disclosed that at 
least $7 million has been used from 
the airport’s noise mitigation fund. 
That fund comprises grants from the 
federal government (FAA) with a 
small county “matching” amount. 
McNamara used it to buy up private 
property, some by condemnation, for 
the Pinnacle program. 

Evidently, money from a third 
fund has been used by McNamara 
for Pinnacle Aeropark. County Audi¬ 
tor General Brendan Dunleavy says 



the three funds from which McNa¬ 
mara has taken money for the Pinna¬ 
cle are in deficit by $32 million. Dun¬ 
leavy sent a letter to the county’s 
outside auditing firm (KMPG LLP) 
saying county bondholders should 
be warned of an adverse financial im¬ 
pact when a new “Airport Authority” 
takes control. A bill signed by Gover¬ 
nor Engler last week sets up an “in¬ 
dependent” authority to run the air¬ 
port under a seven-member commis¬ 
sion of which four members are ap¬ 
pointed by McNamara. 

Now comes word that the county 
commissioners are poised to ap¬ 
prove an ‘TJrban Partner Program” 
to clean up various areas in metro 
Detroit in anticipation of several up¬ 
coming events like the Ryder Cup 
matches in 2004 and the NFL super 
bowl in 2006. The ten-year program 
would be funded, in part, by up to 
$100 million generated by the 
“tourist tax.” 

To this writer, these proposed 
outlays are additional proof that the 


math courses in our public schools 
are in dire need of drastic changes. 
Adding $100 million for the Urban 
Partners Program, $50 million for 
Pinnacle and a reimbursement of at 
least $32 million “borrowed” from 
three other funds adds up to $182 
million. 

Even if the tourist tax were to 
generate an average of $5 million per 
year (rather than the current $4 mil¬ 
lion) that’s only $150 million over the 
thirty years of the tax. That still 
leaves a deficit of $32 million and 
doesn’t provide any money for pay¬ 
ing off the stadium bonds. 

McNamara’s Chief Financial Offi¬ 
cer, Thomas Naughton, dismisses 
Dunleavy’s warning as a reaction to 
losing oversight over the airport to 
the new authority Naughton is quot¬ 
ed as saying, “Hell hath no fUry like a 
scorned auditor.” 

Bond brokerage firms and ratings 
services have been severely impacted 
by the Enron and Global Crossing 
scandals. They may take a dim view 
of the county’s “creative accounting” 
with the tourist tax. Don’t be sur¬ 
prised if the county’s bond rating is 
downgraded resulting in higher in¬ 
terest costs for the county. It also 
may find it more difficult to borrow 
money in the future. 

County politicians need to take a 
quick remedial course in arithmetic.

Funding discussed 


“Which institution truly takes 
your tired, your hungry, your poor?” 
asked Tom Watkins, state superin¬ 
tendent of public instruction. 

Answer, according to Watkins: 
our schools. 

On March 25, Watkins opened 
the Michigan Citizens for Fhimess in 
Public School Rmding’s third Sum¬ 
mit at Salem High School with a 
slide presentation designed to show 
the defects in Proposal A 

The Plymouth-Canton-based 
group lobbies for the state legisla¬ 
ture to fund all school districts 
equally. 

“Proposal A needs an “engine 
overhaul,” Watkins told the crowd, 
mostly teachers, administrators and 
public officials. 

Proposal A, adopted in 1994, 
placed a cap on local property taxes, 
shifting the burden of funding local 
schools to a state sales tax rather 
than property owners. 

Gubernatorial candidates, former 
Governor James Blanchard, U.S. 
Rep. David Bonior Douglas Camp¬ 
bell, state Sen. Alma Wheeler Smith, 
and James Agee, representing At¬ 
torney General Jennifer Granholm, 
attended the summit to answer 
screened questions, presented by 
moderator David Plank. 

Agee said that Granholm has no 
intention of repealing Proposal A 
and returning to a system that 
would place the burden of school 
funding primarily on the taxpayers. 
He also said that Granholm Intends 
to make education her number one 
priority. 

Blanchard, in what appeared to 
be a stump campaign speech, 
seemed to be more focused on his 
new economic plan for Michigan 
rather than the issue at hand, said 
that he would like to see Proposal A 
modernized. 

“I want to make sure that every 
student who graduates from Michi¬ 
gan schools is employable,” he said. 

According to Bonioi; Proposal A 
did close the disparity gap in fund¬ 
ing between the schools. However, 
he would support local enhance¬ 
ment millages, where communities 
would have the ability to decide for 
themselves whether to increase their 
millages to support local schools. 

Bonior also favors an Internet tax 
and construction bonds for school 
districts. 

Campbell, Green Party candi¬ 
date, questioned whether communi¬ 
ties take the school funding issue se¬ 
riously. 

‘When a community puts up a $1 
million shopping center, is it any 
wonder we doubt the sincerity of 
their statements about schools be¬ 
ing first?” he said. 

Campbell also favors a return to 
basics with less emphasis on tech¬ 
nology and more emphasis on small¬ 
er class sizes. 

“The computer is not an educa¬ 
tor; it is just a tool,” he said. 

Wheeler also believes that Prop A 
needs tuning, but will not support a 
local enhancement millage. 

She is also against a proposition 
that would place all schools within a 
district at the same funding level, 
saying that when some Oakland 
County schools border Wayne Coun¬ 


ty schools that it wouldn’t solve the 
problem, the inequity would still be 
overwhelming. 

Later in the evening, state Repre¬ 
sentatives Bruce Patterson, John 
Stewart, Ron Jelinek Ruth Jamnick, 
John Hansen, and State Senators 
Joe Young, Martha Scott and 
Christopher Dingell had the oppor¬ 
tunity to answer questions as part of 
a second panel. 

‘1 do have an R behind my name, 
and I am here,” said Patterson, mak¬ 
ing issue of comments by Democrat¬ 
ic candidates for governor that no 
Republican gubernatorial candidate 
had taken part in the summit. 

“I am not here to pander to any 
special interest groups,” he said. 

Patterson has introduced Bill 
4111, which would increase per pupil 
spending to $9,000. 

Patterson also made reference to 
the fact, that although the Ply- 
mouth-Canton district had per- 
pupil funding well below that of oth¬ 
er districts, the district consistently 
performed well above those with the 
higher spending. 

Stewart, a self-proclaimed strong 
advocate of public schooling, said he 
will refuse to vote to raise taxes to 
pay for vouchers or private schools. 

“The people in my district who 
voted for Proposal A appreciated 
the reduction in property taxes,” he 
said. 

Stewart supports a one-mill en¬ 
hancement. 

He said that, according to Michi¬ 
gan’s constitution, the state legisla¬ 
ture must provide everyone with a 
public education. 

Jelinek got a laugh from the 
crowd when he said that since he 
lived in a district 200 miles away, he 
was quite confident that he would 
not win any of their votes, so he was 
there for the locals to convince him 
of their ideas. 

As chair of the House K-12 Ap¬ 
propriations Committee, Jelinek 
said that Proposal A must be main¬ 
tained and made to work, while 
making schools the number one pri¬ 
ority. 

Dingell said that there are prob¬ 
lems with Proposal A, and that the 
legislature needs to fix them.

Belleville’s Mr. K. ’ 
Is Coach of The Year 


One usually can present a legiti¬ 
mate argument against awarding a 
first-year coach the coach-of-the- 
year award. 

After all, is a first-year coach’s 
team really his or his predecessors? 
If the rookie coach succeeds, was it 
his or his predecessor’s efforts that 
provided the players with the skills 
to win? 

Good questions. 

But, in the case of former Wood- 
haven High coach Mike Krogel who 
this season inherited the Belleville 
basketball program from Rod Fisher, 
there is excellent cause to set aside 
those arguments. 

Fisher’s resignation a year ago 
caught many by surprise, and the 
popular coach’s departure could 
have created chaos in the program 
which would have dissipated it. 
However; Krogel stepped in, filled a 
huge void and provided the strength 
and calmness that helped continue 
the high school’s basketball tradi¬ 
tion.. 

“When I inherited this team (from 
Fisher) I had decided not to make a 
lot of changes,” said Krogel. “I also 
decided not to overhaul the system 
they were taught, and just go along 
with what these kids knew.” 

Then, after a pause in the dia¬ 
logue, Krogel also offered: “And I 
was also smart enough to listen to 
my assistant coaches - Don Hick¬ 
man and Ron Gulyas. Hickman, as 
you know, grew up here in Belleville, 
played for Belleville and was the key 
link to the kids. I am not at the 
school. I still teach at Woodhaven, so 
Don played a crucial role in commu¬ 
nicating with team members.” 

A math teacher who graduated 
from Ferris College in 1974, Krogel 
began his teaching career at South- 
gate Aquinas the year he graduated 
from college. He joined the staff at 
Woodhaven in 1977 and was named 
head coach in 1981. He was head 
coach at Woodhaven for 15 years be¬ 
fore he decided on the move to 
Belleville. 

Relying on the knowledge and 



the wisdom of his two assistant 
coaches, Krogel managed to field a 
formidable team in the Mega-Red 
Conference. His Tigers, which fin¬ 
ished with a 23-4 overall record, 
managed to retain the conference ti¬ 
tle, went on to win the Mega Red- 
White playoff championship and en¬ 
tered the post-season playoffs with 
the momentum that propelled them 
to an eight-game winning streak, 
which included victories in the 
championship rounds of the district 
(62-52 over Wayne Memorial), in the 
regionals (53-50 over Ann Arbor Pio¬ 
neer) and past Lansing Everett, 51- 
49, in the quarterfinals. 

Krogel’s Tigers lost their bid for 
the coveted Class A state title in the 
semifinals. Belleville was eliminated 
by Detroit Redford, 58-33. That loss 
left Belleville and their first-year 
coach two victories shy of the state 
title. 

Krogel may tolerate the season¬ 
ending loss with the satisfaction of 
knowing that he and his staff will 
have back such notable players next 
year as 6-4 All-Area forward Alex 
Davenport; 6-3 guard Darryl Hud¬ 
son; 6-1 forward Martin Samarco; 6-

guard Matt Miller, and 6-0 forward 
Greg Bond.
